I’d like to! But sometimes the actors 
live too far away for me to interview them 
in person, or they’re busy and we have to 
talk on the phone. | did meet George 
Clooney and Chris O’Donnell for D.A.’s 
Batman & Robin cover story, and they 
were a hoot! They teased me by telling 
exaggerated stories, which | believed! 
Like, George told me that he sprained 


his ankle jumping 300 feet for a stunt. | 
completely believed it, and then he and 
Chris both started laughing. (He actually 
hurt his ankle playing basketball.) 

I've met Jonathan Taylor Thomas at 
least six times for different D.A. stories. 
One time | went to Alabama to interview 
him about Tom and Huck. 

One of my favorite trips was flying to 
the Bahamas to hang out with Elijah 
Wood when he was filming Flipper. He’s 
one of my fave celebs—he’s funny, smart 
and a great talker—and having breakfast 
with him (pancakes) was a big treat. 

Even if | don't get to meet a star in 
person, a phone interview can be a lot of 
fun. Kevin Sorbo called me from New 
Zealand to talk about his “Hercules” TV 
show and his movie, Kull the Conqueror. 
We ended up chatting for about 45 
minutes about all kinds of stuff, like 
politics and U.S. news. 


Call me back! After waiting foul years to 
interview Robin Williams, | finally landed 
some time with him. He was supposed to 
phone me at 3: 3 —and he did, night on 
the dot. But wouldn't ya know—my See 
recorder didn (as ! 
embarrassing moment of my career. he _ 
realized | was flustered and offered to call _ 
me back in a few minutes. | thought I'd 
blown my big chance. But he did call back, 
my recorder worked the second time 
around, and we talked for at least 30 
minutes. Well, “talk” doesn’t quite 
describe an interview with Robin Williams. 
He answers questions by singing, doing 
impersonations and telling jokes—it’s 
like having your own personal stand-up 
comedy show! 
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Definitely. Jonathan Taylor Thomas, 
Zachery Ty Bryan and Taran Noah Smith 
often shoot hoops during breaks from 
filming “Home Improvement.” There’s 
even a basketball court at the studio for 
them to play on. 

Two years ago, Lacey Chabert’s co- 
stars from “Party of Five” threw a 
surprise party for her 13th birthday. It 
was held on the show’s set in Salinger’s 
restaurant. The producers asked her to 
come to work, even though it was her 
day off, and she was a little bummed. 
Then she walked on the set and 
everyone screamed “Surprise!” Later, 
when Lacey was cutting the cake, she 
and Scott Wolf (Bailey) started goofing 
around and smooshed cake into each 
other’s faces! 


That’s what Hollywood insiders call the 
area where.movie studios are.located. It 
includes office buildings, soundstages 
(where TV shows are taped and movies 
are filmed) and a cafeteria (called “the 
commissary’). 

The lot also has a backlot with fake 
buildings that moviemakers use in 
filming. For example, the Warner Bros. 
backlot features a complete Western 
town. And you'll also find a New York 
City street, complete with apartment 
buildings, garbage cans and graffiti. After 
strolling through that area, you can head 
into Metropolis, which features the Daily 
Planet office from TV’s “Lois & Clark: The 
New Adventures of Superman.” Studio 
lots are so big that lots of employees 
drive golf carts to get around. 
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No, most of the studio commissaries 
look pretty much like your school 
cafeteria—but you do see some cool 
people chowing down there! When 


stars film a movie or tape a TV show 
on the lot, they will often eat at the 
commissary. I’ve often seen the 
actors from “Friends” and “Family 
Matters” at the Warner Bros.

once they sat down right next to a 
bunch of Klingons from “Star Trek.”

No, studio lots are closed to the 
public. If you don’t work there, the only 
way to get past the security guards is to 
know someone who works there and 
have them leave a pass for you. That’s 
why it’s so cool to go on the lot—you get 
a peek at behind-the-scenes stuff that 
most people never see. 


Are the studio security 
guards tough? 

You bet! You don’t want to mess with 
them. One time | drove onto a studio lot 
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(I’m not going to say which one) and 
accidentally hit a pole by the guard 
shack. When | started to move my car 
out of the way of traffic, the guards 
hopped in their golf cart and chased me 
because they thought | was trying to get 
away. (Everything turned out fine.) 
Security has tightened since the 
summer of 1965, when.a young Steven 
Spielberg snuck onto the Universal 


Studios lot. Steven wore a suit and tie _ 


and acted as if he worked there—and 
managed to walk right past the eC it __ 
guards! He found a vacant office and — 


before it appears in theaters). 
Sometimes | even get to go to 
premieres—that’s when all the stars who 
are in the movie and lots of their 
celebrity friends show up. As if that’s not 
enough, the studio also throws a big 
party after the movie with dancing, tons 
of great food and a goodie bag (a little 
bag filled with presents related to the 
movie, like T-shirts and CDs) that’s 
handed out to guests as they leave.
